Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

Borough and for providing that the 
rent so deposited shall be applied by

ited as aforesaid, shall be held until

(k) provide that any private passenger 
motor vehicle or motorcycle parked in 
the front yard pursuant to a permit 
shall bear a current valid motor vehi- 
cle registration plate; and

Destruction of Ravine or Non-Habitable 
Lands. 


Subject to the Weed Control Act, the 
Borough may pass by-laws regulating the 
destruction of trees or other natural vegeta- 
tion or any class or classes thereof, on any 
land within any defined area or areas of the 
municipality where such land is hereafter 
designated as either ravine or non-habitable 
lands by an official plan of the Borough as 
amended from time to time and prohibiting 
the destruction of such trees or other natural 
vegetation and the excavating or other alter- 
ing of contours of any such land without the 
consent of the Borough. 


. Clearing Blockages in Drains. 


Permitting the Borough to pay in whole or in 
part the cost of clearing any blockage of a 
private drain or damage done to a private 
drain, caused by a tree on a highway, subject 
to such conditions as the council of the 
Borough may prescribe from time to time, 
any liability of the Borough in respect thereof 
notwithstanding. 


. Maintenance of Boulevards by abutting 


owners. 


The council of the Borough may pass by-laws 
requiring the owners or occupants of land 
abutting on a highway to maintain and pro- 
tect, at their own expense, the boulevard of 
the highway abutting their land by doing the 
following: 


(a) maintaining the boulevard free from 
accumulations of rubbish, refuse, 
garbage, dirt, debris and other litter 
and from discarded objects and from 
conditions such as holes or excava- 
tions that might create a health or 
accident hazard; and 


(b) maintaining any walks, driveways 
and similar areas of a boulevard in 
good repair so as to afford safe pass- 
age therealong; and 


(c) ensuring that all areas used for ve- 
hicular traffic and parking shall be 
paved with bituminous concrete or 
equivalent surfacing and shall be kept 
in good repair; and 


(d) keeping the boulevard reasonably free 
from noxious plants, such as ragweed, 
poison ivy, poison sumac and other 
noxious plants and from weeds, and 
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shall keep the grasses on_ the 
boulevard cut to a reasonable length. 


8. Hours of Operation for commercial purposes. 


The council of the Borough may pass by-laws

. Collection of Garbage by Property Owners 
and Occupants. 


(1) The council of the Borough may pass

HOISTING ENGINEER 
INTERPRETATION

power driven drum and wire rope that 
is used for raising, lowering or moving 
material and is equipped with a boom 
capable of moving in the vertical 
plane and mounted on a base or chas- 
sis intended to provide mobility and 
such mobile cranes may be crawler or 
wheel mounted, and 


(ii) maintains and operates any mechani- 
cal device or structure incorporating a 
power driven drum, boom and wire 
rope that is used for raising, lowering 
or moving material and utilizing a 
vertical mast or tower and jib and 
such tower cranes may be of the 
travelling, fixed or climbing type.

1. Regulation 910 of Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1980 is amended by adding thereto the 
following section: 


19d.—(1) The exemptions contained in section 34 
of the Act and subsections 71 (1) and 72 (1) of the Act 
do not apply to a trade made after the 30th day of 
September, 1982 and prior to the 31st day of Mareh, 
1983 by an issuer in a security whether or not of its 
own issue that carries with it a present or future right 
to occupy a residential unit in a multiple unit residen- 
tial property having in excess of five residential units 
which at any time after the 30th day of September, 
1982 has been used in whole or in part for the purpose 
of residential rental accommodation.

— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

1.—(1) Section 84 of Regulation 910 of Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1980 is amended by 
adding thereto the following paragraph: 


26a. “retail brokerage related capital”, where used 
in relation to a non-resident controlled dealer 
who is registered under the Act as a broker 
only and whose total capital is not more than 
$2,000,000, means, 


i. as of a date designated by the non-resi- 
dent controlled dealer with the approval 
of the Commission, the capital of the non- 
resident controlled dealer at that date, 
and 


ii. subsequent to the date referred to in sub- 
paragraph i, the capital of the non-resi- 
dent controlled dealer that is employed 
in, attributable to or earned from the 
business of the non-resident controlled 
dealer that is subject to regulation under 
the Act other than that business of the 
non-resident controlled dealer that con- 
sists of the execution of transactions on 
markets in the United States of America 
on behalf of registered dealers; 


(2) Paragraph 27 of the said section 84 is amended 
by striking out “and the calculation of such 
securities related capital shall at all times be 
satisfactory to the Commission and made in 
accordance with any conditions or require- 
ments prescribed by the Commission” at the 
end thereof. 


2.—(1) Clause 134 (1) (b) of the said Regulation is 
revoked and the following substituted therefor: 


(b) subject to clauses (d) and (e), where the non- 
resident controlled registrant is a non-resi- 
dent controlled dealer, its capital not 
exceeding its permissible capital; 


(2) Subsection 134 (1) of the said Regulation is 
amended by striking out “and” at the end of 
clause (c) and by adding thereto the following 
clauses:

CONDITIONS OF APPROVAL FOR QUEEN 
ELIZABETH WAY—BURLINGTON TO 
HAMILTON (STAGES 2 AND 3)

1. Except as provided by the subsequent conditions, 
the proponent shall comply with all of the 
provisions of the EA as amended which are herein 
incorporated by reference. 


2. MTC shall consult with the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture during the design of noise 
barriers to take into account aesthetic impacts of 
such structures. 


3. MTC shall consult with the Noise Pollution 
Control Section of the Ministry of the 
Environment regarding statements for inclusion 
in the construction contracts and specifications, 
which may require the construction of noise 
barriers prior to any or some part of the roadway 
construction and the application of mitigation 
measures for construction noise, including the use 
of quiet construction machinery, properly muffled 
equipment and restriction on certain times of the 
day of certain noisy construction activities. 


4. MTC shall contact the District Manager in 
Cambridge in advance of carrying out the Redhill 
Creek Marsh/Van Wagner’s Marsh inventory so 
that MNR staff can participate in the inventory. 


5. Stage 3 construction shall be carried out so as to 
minimize damage to the Redhill Creek 
Marsh/Van Wagner’s Marsh environmentally 
sensitive area to protect Redhill Creek from 
sediment damage. MTC shall notify the District

(3) No person is eligible to receive payments under 
the plan in respect of winter wheat that has not been 
marketed through the Ontario Wheat Producers’ Mar- 
keting Board. O. Reg. 671/82, s. 5. 


6. It is a condition of enrolment in the plan that to 
receive any payment thereunder the person enrolled 
shall comply with the following conditions: 


1. The enrolled person shall keep sales slips and 
weigh slips, signed by the buyer and seller 
and conforming to the records of the Ontario 
Wheat Producers’ Marketing Board and shall 
submit such slips, or an equivalent record 
supplied by that board, to the Commission or 
to such person as it may direct, in respect of 
every lot of winter wheat for which payment 
is claimed under the plan. 


2. The enrolled person shall not claim payment 
for winter wheat under the plan unless it was 
marketed by him during the crop year with 
respect to which he has applied for payment. 


3. The enrolled person shall maintain a record 
of all sales of winter wheat by him and the 
record of sales of winter wheat shall include 
the names of the buying agent and seller, the 
date of sale, the date and location of deliv- 
ery, the quantity, the moisture content and 
price. 


4. Where the moisture content of any winter 
wheat marketed by the enrolled person 
exceeds 14 per cent, the weight of the winter 
wheat marketed shall be adjusted to a weight 
that is equivalent to the same quantity of 
winter wheat having a moisture content of 14 
per cent.

8. Each person enrolled in the plan shall, prior to

REGULATION MADE UNDER THE 
GAME AND FISH ACT 


TRAPS 


1.—(1) No person shall use a trap that has a hook or 
sharpened device capable of impaling a fur-bearing 
animal. 


(2) No person shall use a spring pole set except with 
a killing trap. 


(3) No person shall use a deadfall. 
(4) No person shall set a leg-hold trap in a tree or on 
a pole or other location so that the captured animal 


may be suspended in mid-air. 


(5) No person shall use a trap that has teeth or ser- 
rations on its jaws. 


(6) No person shall set a leg-hold trap for beaver, 
otter or mink unless the trap is, 


(a) set under ice; or 
(b) attached to, 
(i) a sliding lock on a drowning wire or a 
device that will immediately sub- 
merge the captured animal in water 


and prevent it from resurfacing, or 


(ii) a heavy object that will dislodge 
immediately upon springing of the 
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trap and will submerge the captured 
animal in water and prevent it from 
resurfacing; or 


(c) sufficiently heavy and set in such a manner, 
where the trap is set for mink, to submerge 
the captured mink in water immediately 
upon springing of the trap and prevent it 
from resurfacing. 


(7) Except as part of a water set used in the trapping 
of beaver and otter, no person shall use a body-grip- 
ping trap with a jaw spread greater than 21 cen- 
timetres (8.27 inches) in the part of Ontario described 
in paragraph 2 of Schedule 4 to Regulation 427 of 
Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980. 


(8) No person shall trap for bear except with a foot- 
snare, box or culvert trap. 


(9) No person shall use a leg-hold trap with a jaw 
spread greater than, 


(a) 17 centimetres (6.69 inches), when set on 
land; or 


(b) 21 centimetres (8.27 inches), when set in 
water for beaver or otter. 


(10) Notwithstanding subsection (9), a person who 
is entitled to use a leg-hold trap may trap for timber 
wolf (Canis lupus) with a leg-hold trap with a jaw 
spread not exceeding 23 centimetres (9.06 inches), if 
the person is authorized to do so in the area and with 
respect to the time, number of traps, type of traps, and 
in accordance with the terms and conditions specified 
in the written permission issued therefor by the district 
manager of the administrative district of the Ministry 
of Natural Resources in which the permission is 
sought. 


(11) No person shall, on land, use a trap with a trap 
chain whose length exceeds 16 centimetres (6.30 
inches), unless drags are used. O. Reg. 673/82, s. 1. 
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2. Subsections 1 (5), (6), (7), (8), (9), (10) and (11) 


come into force on the 1st day of April, 1983. O. Reg.

— No penalties for late filing. 


— Required notice of advertising reduced to 
four weeks from six weeks. 


PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

EXEMPTION—CORPORATION OF CITY OF

Having received a request from the City Manager of 
the Corporation of the City of Owen Sound that an 
undertaking, namely: 


the activity of constructing, maintaining and 
operating the Owen Sound Bayshore Community 
Centre at the site identified in the letter and plans 
dated September 10, 1982 from Mr. L. Love, the 
City Manager, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to 
section 29; and 


Having been advised that if the undertaking is sub- 
ject to the application of the Act, the following injury, 
damage or interference with the persons and property 
indicated will occur: 


A. The residents of Owen Sound and sur- 
rounding municipalities will be deprived of 
an arena and community centre for the 
longer period of time required to prepare and 
submit an environmental assessment to the 
Minister of the Environment. 


B. Construction by the City of Owen Sound will 
be delayed such that pending tenders will be 
jeopardized and costs of construction will be 
greatly increased because of failure to qualify 
for Wintario Enrichment Grant Deadlines. 


C. The construction of the community centre 
over the winter of 1982-83 will provide jobs 
for the people of the Owen Sound area and 
delay will mean these will not be available. 


Having weighed such injury, damage, or interfer- 
ence against the betterment of the people of the whole 
or any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management in Ontario of the environment 
which would result from the undertaking being subject 
to the application of the Act; 





The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertak- 
ing is exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons: 


A. The City of Owen Sound has advised that the 
environmental effects of the construction and 
operation of the community centre are 
expected to be very limited and not adverse. 


B. The public has been made aware of the pro- 
posed construction of the community centre 
by public meetings including Planning 
Board, City Council and public display of the 
plans and drawings of the project, and the 
proponent advises that there are no out- 
standing public concerns. 


C. The community centre is for the comfort and 
convenience of the public and includes an 
artificial ice arena which is required to 
replace one which was demolished, and the 
arena and other facilities are required for the 
extensive varied programs to be carried on 
there. 


D. An Official Plan Amendment No. 14 desig- 
nating the area for the proposed use and a 
zoning by-law amendment implementing the 
plan have been circulated to property owners 
within 120 metres of the site and no objec- 
tions have been received which would pre- 
vent the Minister of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing or the Ontario Municipal Board 
from approving these amendments. 


E. A public fund raising campaign to assist in 
construction costs is already underway in the 
community.

the payment made to the applicant under this Regula- 
tion he, 


(a) ceases to use the tank for the storage of fuel 
subject to tax under the Act; 


(b) ceases to carry on the business of farming; or 


(c) sells, leases or otherwise disposes of his 
interest in the tank. : 


(2) Where, in the opinion of the Minister, an applic- 
ant has breached any provision of the undertaking 
described in subsection (1), the Minister shall notify 
the applicant in writing by registered mail addressed to 
the applicant at the address given in his application, 
and within thirty days from the mailing of this notifi- 
cation, the applicant shall repay to the Minister the 
payment made to him under this Regulation. 


(3) Notwithstanding subsection (2), where a buyer, 
lessee or other transferee of the farm on which is 
located the tank with respect to which a grant was 
made under this Regulation is a farmer, and where the 
buyer, lessee or other transferee has given his under- 
taking to assume the unfulfilled conditions of the 
undertaking given by the applicant, the Minister 
shall discharge the applicant from his undertaking.

WHEREAS The Corporation of the Town of 
Cobourg and The Corporation of the Township of 
Hamilton have entered into an agreement dated the 
19th day of August, 1982 for the resolution of certain 
intermunicipal boundary issues; 


AND WHEREAS public notice was given by the 
Clerk of the Executive Council pursuant to subsection 
17 (1) of the Municipal Boundary Negotiations Act, 
1981 of the intention to make an order implementing 
the intermunicipal agreement; 


AND WHEREAS only one objection to the pro- 
posed issuance of the order was filed with the Clerk of 
the Executive Council within the filing period; 


AND WHEREAS the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council has decided that the public interest in the 
implementation of the intermunicipal agreement out- 
weighs the objection filed by the objector, Ontario 
Limestone Mining Co. Ltd.; 


NOW THEREFORE on the recommendation of 
the undersigned, the Lieutenant Governor, by and 
with the advice and concurrence of the Executive 
Council, orders pursuant to section 14 of the Municz- 
pal Boundary Negotiations Act, 1981, that 








1. On the Ist day of January, 1983, the portions of 
the Township of Hamilton described in the Schedule 
are annexed to the Town of Cobourg. 


2. All real property of The Corporation of the 
Township of Hamilton situate in the annexed areas 
vests in The Corporation of the Town of Cobourg on 
the Ist day of January, 1983. 


3. On the Ist day of January, 1983, the by-laws of 
the Town of Cobourg extend to the annexed areas and 
the by-laws of the Township of Hamilton cease to 
apply in such areas except by-laws passed by the 
Township under section 39 of the Planning Act or a 
predecessor of such section or which are kept in force 
by subsection 13 (3) of The Municipal Amendment Act, 
1941, and by-laws passed under section 41 of the 
Planning Act, which shall remain in force until 
repealed by the council of the Town, except that by- 
laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, 
immunities or exemptions that could not have been 
lawfully repealed by the council of the Township may 
not be repealed by the council of the Town. 


4. The clerk of the Township of Hamilton shall 
forthwith prepare and furnish to the clerk of the Town 
of Cobourg a special collector’s roll showing all arrears 
of taxes or special rates assessed against the lands in 
the annexed areas up to the 31st day of December, 
1982, and the persons assessed therefor. 


5.—(1) All real property taxes levied under any 
general or special Act and uncollected in the annexed 
areas which are due and unpaid on the Ist day of 
January, 1983 shall be deemed on that date to be taxes 
due and payable to The Corporation of the Town of 
Cobourg. 


(2) The Corporation of the Town of Cobourg shall 
pay to The Corporation of the Township of Hamilton 
an amount equal to the amount due and unpaid under 
subsection (1), one-half of such amount to be paid on 
or before the 31st day of March, 1983 and the balance 
to be paid on or before the 30th day of September, 
1983. 


6. All business taxes levied and uncollected in the 
annexed areas which are due and unpaid on the 3ist 
day of December, 1982 shall continue after that-date to 
be taxes due and payable to The Corporation of the 
Township of Hamilton. 


7. The assessment of lands in the annexed areas 
upon which the 1983 taxes shall be levied shall be 
determined by the Assessment Commissioner in 
accordance with the classes of real property and the 
factors prescribed for the Town of Cobourg by O. Reg. 
867/81. 


8.—(1) For the purposes of the general municipal 
election next preceding the Ist day of January, 1983, 
the annexations provided for in section 1 are deemed to 
have occurred on the 6th day of September, 1982. 
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(2) The clerk of the Township of Hamilton shall 
forthwith revise the list of electors to delete the names 
of the electors qualified under section 12 or 13 of the 
Municipal Elections Act in respect of an annexed area 
and who are not otherwise qualified to be electors in 
the Township of Hamilton. 


(3) Any nomination paper for a candidate for office 
in the Township of Hamilton who would but for sub- 
section (1) be qualified as an elector under section 12 or 
13 of the Municipal Elections Act in respect of an 
annexed area and not otherwise qualified to be an 
elector in the Township of Hamilton is void. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection (1) but subject to 
subsection (3), the clerk of the Township of Hamilton 
may, notwithstanding clause 36 (1) (a) or section 37 of 
the Municipal Elections Act, receive a nomination 
paper for a candidate for which one or more 
nominators would, but for subsection (1), be an elector 
qualified under section 12 or 13 in an annexed area, 
provided that such nomination paper is otherwise reg- 
ular. 


(5) The clerk of the Township of Hamilton shall 
provide to the clerk of the Town of Cobourg a list of 
electors who, but for subsection (1), would be qualified 
as an elector in the Township of Hamilton in respect of 
an annexed area. 


(6) The clerk of the Town of Cobourg shall forth- 
with revise the list of electors to include all persons 
qualified as electors under section 12 or 13 of the 
Municipal Elections Act in respect of an annexed area. 


(7) The clerk of the Town of Cobourg and the clerk 
of the Township of Hamilton are each empowered to 
make such arrangements as each thinks to be neces- 
sary to ensure that electors in the annexed areas are 
enabled to run for office and to vote in the Town of 
Cobourg, and the arrangements made by a clerk in 
good faith shall not be open to question, or be 
quashed, set aside or declared invalid on account of 
their unreasonableness or supposed unreasonableness. 


9.—(1) The agreement dated the 20th day of 
August, 1975 between The Corporation of the 
Township of Hamilton and The Corporation of the 
Town of Cobourg is of no effect after the 31st day of 
December, 1982. 


(2) The agreement dated the Ist day of May, 1965 
among The Corporation of the Township of Hamilton, 
The Corporation of the Town of Cobourg and Sid- 
brook Private Hospital Limited is of no effect after the 
31st day of December, 1982. 


10. The agreement between The Corporation of the 
Town of Cobourg and The Corporation of the 
Township of Hamilton dated the 19th day of August, 
1982, is hereby implemented and the Town and 
Township are empowered and directed to carry out 
their obligations arising therein.

(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes.

Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, the owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs. Where this occurs, the land is 
removed from the tax sale lists.

CONDITIONS OF APPROVAL 


1. The Borough of Scarborough shall submit the 


following information to be approved by the 
Director of the Environmental Assessment 
Branch of the Ministry of the Environment at the 
detailed design stage: 


(i) Detailed design drawings and specifications, 
and construction, operation and maintenance 
procedures for the storm water manage- 
ment system, that adequately incorporate 
environmentally sound planning and con- 
struction considerations, to be enforced by an 
appointed on-site inspector before and during 
project construction; 


(ii) A program for water pollution control 
involving: technical design, monitoring and 
maintenance components, contingency plans 
for accidental spills, and policies that identify 
when and how source controls and treatment 
facilities closer to the source will be applied. 
This program will be periodically updated as 
industries develop in the area concerned; 


(iii) Detailed design and operation procedures for 
effective water quantity and quality control 
in the storm water management pond, espe- 
cially during storm events which exceed the 
design capacity of the pond; and 


(iv) Detailed plans showing the design of the 
pond and the use of construction materials 
and replanting schemes intended to integrate 
the pond into its natural surroundings. 


. The proponent shall monitor base flows in the 
Morningside Tributary System for one year after 
approval of the undertaking, to verify existing 
data and determine at the final design stage, the 
detailed mitigation measures required to correct 
significant base flow reductions if they occur.

(ii) in the case of a bus, other than a 
school bus, the weight in kilograms 
that is obtained when the seating 
capacity of the bus is multiplied by 
sixty; 


(b) “farmer” means a person who, 


(i) occupies property assessed as a farm 
that is 4.4 hectares or more in area, or 
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(ii) occupies property that is less than 4.4 
hectares in area and who has derived 
a gross annual income of $2,000 or 
more in the preceding year from the 
use of the property for farm purposes; 


(c) “gross weight” means, 


(i) in the case of a bus, the combined 
weight and carrying capacity of the 
bus, and

(3) Where a bus, other than a bus for which a public 
vehicle licence has been issued under the Public 
Vehicles Act, is used for the purpose of transporting 
children to or from school during the months from 
September to June and not operated during the months 
of July and August except when occupied by a driver 
only or by a driver and a person supervising the 
driver’s training or driving examination, the periods 
for which a permit for the bus may be validated are,

9 (1) For the purpose of subsection 10 (3) of the 
Act, a number plate may be affixed to a trailer and 
number plates, one of which bears evidence of current 
validation, may be affixed to a motor vehicle where 
the permit holder is in possession of,

the vehicle; 


(b) the plate portion of the permit that corres- 
ponds with the number plates to be affixed to

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the

ITEM: 


Procedures for issuing non-permanent authorities 
pursuant to the Public Commercial Vehicles Act 
and the Public Vehicles Act of Ontario and the 
Motor Vehicle Transport Act (Canada). 


OBJECTIVE: 


To provide an efficient, equitable and flexible 
system for considering applications for special, 
temporary and interim authorities. 


COMMENT: 


The Board issues three (3) types of non-perma- 
nent operating authority as follows: 


1. Special Authority is normally applied for and 
granted by telegram or telex for a period of 
up to seven days. The Minister has delegated 
his power to issue such an authority under 
Section 6 (4) of the Public Commercial 
Vehicles Act and Section 5 (6) of the Public 
Vehicles Act to certain members of the 
Board. 


2. Temporary Authority is applied for on the 
standard application form and must be 
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accompanied by affidavit evidence from the 
shipper(s) requiring the service. The author- 
ity normally provides that it will expire at the 
end of a specified term or upon a specified 
day and contains language providing for its 
cancellation upon the determination by the 
Board that an existing licensed carrier is in a 
position to provide the service or that the 
service is no longer required. 


3. Interim Authority is also applied for on the 
standard application form and must be 
accompanied by affidavit evidence from the 
shipper(s) requiring the service along with an 
application for permanent authority. 


An interim authority terminates when a deci- 
sion is rendered on the application for per- 
manent authority or, similar to the tempor- 
ary authority, upon the determination by the 
Board that an existing licensed carrier is in a 
position to provide the service or that the 
service is no longer required. 


Interim and temporary authorities are 
granted pursuant to Section 7 (2) (c) of the 
Public Commercial Vehicles Act and Section 
4 (2) (c) of the Public Vehicles Act. 


STATEMENT: 


The Board will issue a non-permanent operating 
authority if it is satisfied that it has received a 
request to meet an urgent need to provide a ser- 
vice that no currently licensed carrier is able to 
provide. 


Special Authority 


Applications for special authority are dealt with 
by telex or telegram. Such applications are consi- 
dered in Chambers without public notice but 
copies of decisions are posted on the Board’s Bul- 
letin Board on the 2nd Floor at its Offices at 151 
Bloor Street West, Toronto. 


These authorities usually involve a specific move 
or moves and are issued for a maximum period of 
seven days but may be renewed to a maximum of 
21 days to accommodate an emergency of such 
duration or to allow additional time for the filing 
and disposition of an application for temporary or 
special authority. To be eligible for a special 
authority the applicant must be the holder of a 
current operating licence. 

Temporary and Interim Authority 

Applications for temporary or interim authority 
are normally considered without hearing or public 
notice. They are made on the standard applica- 
tion form and must be accompanied by 
affidavit(s) from the shipper(s) requiring the ser- 
vice. The affidavit(s) should outline: 


(a) the reason for the urgency; 


(b) the product and the volume of the product to 
be transported; 


(c) the steps taken by the shipper to ascertain 
what authorized carriers if any, are available 
to perform the service; and 


(d) the rate to be paid. 
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The Board may: 

(a) deny the application; 

(b) issue a certificate; or 

(c) request further information. 


Once the application has been received a copy will 
be posted on the Board’s Bulletin Board. Opposi- 
tion may be filed with respect to such an applica- 
tion within seven days of its posting and should 
indicate that an offer to provide the required ser- 
vice has been made to the shipper. The opposition 
and notice may be in the form of a telex, telegram 
or letter and a copy must be served on the appli- 
cant. 


The board will set aside a day each week at 10.00 
a.m. for the consideration of submissions made 
with respect to applications for which opposition 
has been filed during the previous seven days. 


The sitting panel may: 
(a) deny the application; 
(b) issue a certificate; or 
(c) adjourn the hearing. 


Opposition to an application received after the 
seven day period but prior to the issuance of a 
decision on the application may be heard at the 
next subsequent weekly meeting. 


Opposition to an application filed with the Board 
after a certificate has been granted may be heard 
by the Board at a time and place to be set by the 
Board. Notice of the hearing will be given the 
applicant and the respondents by telex or tele- 
gram and posted on the Board’s Bulletin Board. 


THE ONTARIO GAZETTE 


The Ontario Trucking Association or the Ontario 
Motor Coach Association will also be notified of 
the hearing. 


If no opposition is filed within the seven day 
period the Board may proceed to issue or deny the 
application in Chambers. 


Prior to making a decision the Board may contact 
licensed carriers to ascertain whether they are 
prepared to provide the service. 


The issue to be determined in any decision on this 
type of application shall be whether there are 
licensed carriers available to provide the service. 


Special Circumstances 


The Board may also issue non-permanent 
authorities in special circumstances, for example, 
where the issuance of such an authority will per- 
mit the continuation of a service previously pro- 
vided by the applicant under an operating licence 
(see Board Policy Statement No. 004/79-8-2 
“Renewal of a Public Commercial or Public 
Vehicle Operating Licence”). 


A public meeting will be held at 2.00 p.m., on Fri- 
day, January 14, 1983 at the Board’s Chambers, 
Hearing Room 1, 151 Bloor Street West, 10th Floor, 
Toronto, Ontario to receive submissions on_ this 
proposal. 


Interested parties are invited to attend. 


Persons unable to attend are encouraged to send 
their comments in writing to the Secretary of the 
Board.

REGULATION MADE UNDER THE 
FUEL TAX ACT, 1981 


GENERAL 
1.—(1) In this Regulation, 


(a) “broker-driver” means a person who has 
entered into a written agreement to drive a 
motor vehicle on behalf of the operator of the 
motor vehicle, where the operator is an 
interjurisdictional carrier, and where the 
person is responsible for the purchase of the 
fuel used to generate power in the motor 
vehicle; 


(b) “dye mix” means dye blended with fuel in 
any proportion shown in Table 1 for the pur- 
pose of colouring fuel; 


(c) “motor vessel” means any vessel, ship, boat 
or watercraft that is designed to move in or 
through water, and that is powered by fuel, 
but does not include any aircraft capable of 
operating on water or any vehicle moving on 
ee 


(2) The amount or quantity of dye prescribed for the 
purpose of clauses 1 (b) and (d) of the Act is .38 parts 
of dye per million parts of fuel. 


(3) The proportion prescribed for the purpose of 
clause 1 (e) of the Act is not less than nineteen and not 
more than twenty-one parts of dye per million parts of 
fuel. 


(4) The following substances are prescribed for the 
purpose of blending with fuel to make coloured fuel: 


1. A colouring agent acceptable to the Minister 
in a proportion equal to not less than 36.75 
per cent and not more than 38.25 per cent of 
the dye. 


2. Furfural in a proportion equal to not less 
than 36.75 per cent and not more than 38.25 
per cent of the dye. 


3. Xylene based aromatic solvent in a propor- 
tion equal to not less than 24.25 per cent and 
not more than 25.75 per cent of the dye. 
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(5) Dye shall, 


(a) have a flash point at or above 29 degrees 
Celsius determined using the setaflash closed 
cup method; 


(b) have a pour point of less than minus 50 
degrees Celsius; 


(c) contain not more than 0.1 per cent moisture 
measured according to the American Society 
for the Testing of Materials scale 0-95; 


(d) contain not more than 0.5 per cent by weight 
of fuel insolubles when the dye is used in a 
dye to fuel ratio of 7 to 1; and 


(e) have a viscosity of not more than 15 cen- 
tapoise at minus 20 degrees Celsius and 5 
centapoise at 20 degrees Celsius on the 
Brookfield scale and 10 centistokes at 20 
degrees Celsius on the Kinematic scale. 


(6) The colouring agent referred to in paragraph 1 
of subsection (4) shall be a dye with a colour value 
between 43 per cent and 45 per cent of colour index 
26050 and shall have absorption maxima between 525 
and 535 in iso-octane, or 2,2,4-trimethyl pentane. 


(7) The furfural referred to in paragraph 2 of sub- 
section (4) shall be of such quality that easily allows its 
detection in a product that is 5 per cent coloured stove 
oil and 95 per cent clear stove oil. O. Reg. 772/82,

2.—(1) Fuel that is acquired principally to be con- 
sumed in the following manner is prescribed for the 
purposes of subsection 2 (2) of the Act: 


1. In the operation of railway equipment on 
rails where the railway equipment is oper- 
ated in connection with and as part of a pub- 
lic transportation system. 


2. In the operation of a motor vessel where the 
operator of the motor vessel is an interjuris- 
dictional carrier. 


3. As a raw material to be wrought into or 
become part of goods for sale, provided that 
the fuel is not used to generate power in a 
motor vehicle. 


(2) An application under subsection 2 (1) of the Act 
shall be made to the Minister in Form 1. 


(3) A fuel acquisition permit shall be in Form 2 or 
Form 2a, as the case may be. 


(4) Where a registered consumer changes the name 
or nature of his business, he shall forthwith return his 
fuel acquisition permit to the Minister and he may 
apply for a new fuel acquisition permit in accordance 
with subsection (2). 
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(5) Where a registered consumer ceases to carry on 
the business in respect of which a fuel acquisition per- 
mit has been issued, the registered consumer shall 
return the fuel acquisition permit to the Minister 
within fifteen days of his ceasing to carry on the busi- 
ness. 


(6) Where a fuel acquisition permit is lost or 
destroyed, the registered consumer whose fuel acquis- 
ition permit is lost shall forthwith notify the Minister 
of the loss and he may apply for a new fuel acquisition 
permit, in accordance with subsection (2). 


(7) A fuel acquisition permit is not transferable. 


(8) Where a registered consumer does not produce 
his fuel acquisition permit for the inspection of a col- 
lector from whom he purchases clear fuel at the time of 
the purchase of the fuel, the registered consumer shall 
pay the tax required to be paid under the Act as if he 
were not aregistered consumer. O. Reg. 772/82, s. 2.

(2) A registration certificate shall be in Form 4 or 
Form 4a, as the case may be. 


(3) Where the Minister issues a registration certifi- 
cate to an interjurisdictional carrier described in sub- 
clause 1 (k) (i) of the Act, he shall also deliver to the 
interjurisdictional carrier one copy of the registration 
certificate for each motor vehicle operated in Ontario 
by the interjurisdictional carrier and the interjurisdic- 
tional carrier shall issue one copy of the registration 
certificate to the driver of each such motor vehicle to 
be retained by the driver in the cab of the motor 
vehicle. 


(4) A registration certificate is not transferable. 


(5) Where an interjurisdictional carrier ceases to 
carry on business as an interjurisdictional carrier, the 
interjurisdictional carrier shall return his registration 
certificate and all copies thereof to the Minister within 
fifteen days of his ceasing to carry on business. 


(6) Where an interjurisdictional carrier changes the 
name or nature of his business, he shall forthwith 
return his registration certificate and all copies thereof 
to the Minister and he may apply for a new registration 
certificate in accordance with subsection (1). 


(7) Where a registration certificate is lost or 
destroyed, the interjurisdictional carrier whose regist- 
ration certificate is lost shall forthwith notify the 
Minister of the loss and he may apply for a new regist- 
ration certificate in accordance with subsection 
Cl) Op Region 2/32 wee.

4. Every interjurisdictional carrier shall hold a

(7) a relay assembly for directing electrical cur- 


rent to solenoid switches, enclosed in a box 
constructed to provide protection against 
tampering or explosion; 


(k) a fuel line solenoid valve, normally shut, 
through which all fuel delivered from the 
loading arm dedicated to the system of which 
the injection equipment is a part must flow; 


(1) a fuel line solenoid switch operating the fuel 
line solenoid valve described in clause (k); 


(m) a by-pass valve located on the dye line fol- 
lowing the injection device described in 
clause (d) to facilitate measuring the quantity 
of dye injected; 


(n) a dye-flow monitor switch; and 


(0) a printing device that produces a loading 
document for each delivery showing the 
amount of fuel dispensed through the rack 
and loading arm. 


(2) No design for a fuel delivery system and no 
placement or arrangement of components in the dye 
mix injection or fuel delivery system that, in the 
Minister’s opinion, will permit the delivery of fuel that 
has not been coloured from the loading arm dedicated 
to the fuel delivery system shall be used in colouring 
fuel. 


(3) Every collector shall ensure that the equipment 
described in subsection (1) will stop the flow of fuel 
and the injection of dye automatically not more than 
thirty-five seconds after the occurrence of any mal- 
function. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection (3), where the 
printing device described in clause (1) (a) ceases to 
operate but the pulser in clause (1) (z) continues to 
operate, the loading document for each delivery may, 
when authorized by the Minister, be produced manu- 
ally until the printing device is repaired and a loading 
document manually produced shall be certified accu- 
rate by the employee of the collector in charge of the 
bulk plant or terminal at the time of the failure of the 
printing device. 


(5) Every collector shall allow any _ person 
authorized by the Minister access to every component 
of the dye injection system described in subsection (1) 
for the purpose of affixing seals provided by the 
Minister and, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, shall include, 


(a) every connection or coupling on the dye line 
located above ground; and 
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(b) every valve, inlet or outlet in the dye injec- 
tion system, 


and, where any component is inaccessible or cannot 
otherwise be sealed, the collector shall enclose the 
component fully in a secure box or cover to which a 
seal may be affixed. 


(6) A person who is designated a collector under 
clause 29 (3) (e) of the Act is exempt from the require- 
ments of subsections (1), (2), (4) and (7). 


(7) Notwithstanding subsection (1), every collector 
who operates a facility for delivering fuel into a storage 
tank from a pipeline or a motor vessel and who, during 
such delivery, dyes fuel for the purpose of the Act and 
regulations, shall install, maintain and repair or 
replace as necessary, at every dye point operated by 
him to dye the fuel, such equipment as is required for 
the mechanical and automatic injection of dye into fuel 
for the purpose of colouring fuel under all climatic 
conditions and, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, the equipment shall include, 


(a) a flow switch on the main fuel transfer line to 
activate the dye injection system; 


(b) a dye injection system consisting of, 


(i) a dye supply tank as described in 
clause 5 (1) (e), 


(i1) two controlled volume positive dis- 
placement pumps, connected in 
parallel, installed in such a manner as 
to ensure that should one pump 
become inoperative, the other will be 
manually activated within such time 
as to ensure the proper injection of 
dye to retain the dye to fuel ratio pre- 


scribed in subsection 1 (3) and to dis- ' 


pense dye in the dye line at a pressure 
that exceeds the pressure in the fuel 
line by a minimum of 175 kilopascals, 


(ili) a manually operated pump connected 
in parallel to the controlled volume 
displacement pumps described in sub- 
clause (ii) for use in the event of a 
malfunction in the controlled volume 
displacement pumps, 


(iv) an in-line filter or filters of adequate 
density to remove any undissolved 
matter installed between the dye sup- 
ply tank and the pumps described in 
subclauses (ii) and (iii), 


(v) a flow meter on the dye injection line 
to indicate individual and cumulative 
quantities of dye injected and to con- 
trol the positive displacement pumps 
from a preset type batch register, 
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(vi) a flow switch on the dye injection line 
that will sound an alarm to indicate a 
malfunction in the dye injection sys- 
tem in the event there is no flow of 
dye, 


(vii) a low level alarm switch in the dye 
supply tank set at a level to ensure 
that the usable quantity of dye in the 
tank is sufficient to colour the total 
volume of fuel expected during any 
delivery; and 


(c) dye injection system controls consisting of, 


(i) a dye system electrical power supply 
switch to supply electrical energy to 
the control system, 


(ii) an interlock connection between the 
flow switch described in clause (a), 
the flow meter preset batch register 
described in subclause (b) (v), and 
the positive displacement pumps de- 
scribed in subclause (b) (ii), 


(ili) a key-lock timer that, 


(A) is activated each time a signal 
is received from the flow 
switch referred to in subclause 


(b) (vi), 


& 


is interlocked to the supply 
pump starter or starters on the 
loading arm or arms referred to 
in subsection 5 (2), 


(C) resets automatically to zero 
when the dye line flow returns 
to normal, 


(D) is so constructed that a mal- 
function in the dye injection 
system will initially sound the 
alarm referred to in subclause 


(b) (vi), 


(E) is so constructed that if the 
malfunction referred to in sub- 
subclause (D) is not remedied 
in a preset time it will ensure 
that the proportion of dye in 
the fuel is as prescribed in sub- 
section 1 (3) and it will stop the 
loading arm’s supply pump or 
pumps. 


(8) Every collector shall, 


(a) notify the Minister prior to each presetting of 
the timer prescribed in subclause (7) (c) (iil), 
and shall provide with such notification the 
name and position of the person presetting 
the timer and the reason for the presetting;

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(b) shall allow any person authorized by the 
Minister to affix a seal provided by the 
Minister to every component of the dye 
injection system described in this subsection 
to which, in the opinion of the Minister, seals 
should be affixed.

6.—(1) Every collector shall, 


(a) store the dye used by him in a secure location 
and in accordance with the Gasoline Hand- 
ling Act and the regulations thereunder;

(c) colour fuel using the specifications for the 
proportion of dye to fuel in accordance with 
Table 2; and

fuel either through the use of equipment described in 
subsection 5 (1) or manually as the person requiring 
the colouring directs and the collector shall colour the 
fuel in compliance with that direction under the 
supervision of the person making that direction.

7.—(1) Every collector, importer, registered con- 
sumer and interjurisdictional carrier shall maintain a 
record of, 


(a) the quantities of fuel he has imported, pur- 
chased or otherwise received from his 


suppliers or his own production; 


(b) the quantity of dye received from the Minis- 
ter; 


(c) the quantity of dye received from any other 
source; 


(d) the quantity of fuel used in the blending of 
dye mix and the quantity of fuel dyed; 


(e) the quantity of dye used; 
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(f) the quantities of clear fuel and of coloured 
fuel sold, delivered, exported or consumed by 
him including sales and deliveries to other 
collectors, importers, registered consumers, 
interjurisdictional carriers and purchasers; 


(g) his inventories, including inventories of clear 
fuel, coloured fuel and dye mix, and his 
inventory of dye accounted for by supplier; 


(h) the quantity of clear fuel delivered, loaded or 
otherwise moved that has been used in the 
operation of auxiliary equipment of a motor 
vehicle and with respect to which a refund 
has been or may be claimed; and 


(i) the tax collectable and payable, 


and shall retain all those records and all invoices, 
books of account and other documents related thereto. 


(2) A person required under subsection (1) to main- 
tain records, invoices, books of account or other 
documents need not maintain those records, invoices, 
books of account or other documents where, 


(a) the records, invoices, books of account or 
other documents to be destroyed are related 
to a period for which all returns required 
under the Act or the regulations have been 
filed and for which all taxes assessed under 
the Act or the regulations have been paid;

the records, invoices, books of account or 
other documents to be destroyed relate to a 
period for which there is no outstanding dis- 
pute between the person retaining the 
records, invoices, books of account or other 
documents and the Minister with regard to 
any tax payable or to be remitted by the per- 
son, and the time limit for filing a notice of 
objection to any assessment or statement of 
disallowance for the period has expired with- 
out the filing of such notice of objection; 


(c) no demand of the Minister for the production 
of the records, invoices, books of account or 
other documents that are to be destroyed has 
been made and remains unsatisfied;

8.—(1) On or before the 25th day of each month, 
every collector shall deliver to the Minister a return in 
Form 5 with respect to the taxes collectable and pay- 
able by the collector in the immediately preceding 
calendar month and with his return the collector shall 
remit the tax collectable and the tax payable by the 
collector for the period referred to in the return. 


(2) On or before the 25th day following each date on 
which he imported fuel into Ontario, every importer 
shall deliver to the Minister a return in Form 6 with 
respect to the fuel imported by the importer and with 
his return the importer shall remit the tax collectable 
and the tax payable by the importer on the fuel so 
imported. 


(3) On or before the 25th day following the last day 
of any calendar month in which he purchased clear 
fuel without payment of tax as a result of the issuance 
to him of a fuel acquisition permit or at any other time 
as the Minister may require, every registered consumer 
shall deliver to the Minister a return in Form 7 with 
respect to the fuel so purchased and with his return the 
registered consumer shall remit the tax payable by the 
registered consumer under the Act that was not col- 
lected by his supplier. 


(4) On or before the 25th day of each month, every 
interjurisdictional carrier described in subclause 1 (k) 
(i) of the Act who is not a collector and to whom the 


Minister has issued a registration certificate, other than - 


a registration certificate issued with respect to a single 
trip, shall deliver to the Minister a return in Form 8 
with respect to the immediately preceding calendar 
month and with his return the interjurisdictional car- 
rier so described shall remit the tax payable by the 
interjurisdictional carrier during the immediately pre- 
ceding calendar month. 


(5) On or before the 25th day of each month, every 
interjurisdictional carrier who is not an interjurisdic- 
tional carrier referred to in subsection (4) to whom the 
Minister has issued a registration certificate, other 
than a registration certificate issued with respect to a 
single trip, shall deliver to the Minister a return in 
Form 9 with respect to the immediately preceding 
calendar month and with his return the interjurisdic- 
tional carrier shall remit the tax payable by the inter- 
jurisdictional carrier during the immediately preceding 
month. 


(6) Every collector shall complete and deliver to the 
Minister, within 48 hours of the receipt by the collector 
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of dye, a dye stock receipt notice in Form 10 with 
respect to the dye so received.

year subsequent to the authorization, provide the 
Minister with a schedule of the precise dates upon 
which the collector, registered consumer or interjuris- 
dictional carrier will end each such period during the 
calendar year or part thereof, as the case may be, 
commencing on the Ist day of April next following. 


(10) Notwithstanding subsections (1), (4) and (5), the 
Minister may require any collector or interjurisdic- 
tional carrier to file his returns under the Act for 
periods longer than prescribed but not exceeding six 
months in duration. 


(11) Where the Minister has required a collector, 
registered consumer or interjurisdictional carrier to file 
returns for extended periods under subsection (10) or 
for periods longer or shorter than a calendar month

(b) by any person exempt by regulation from the 
payment of tax imposed by the Act; 


(c) on the use of fuel for any purpose other than 
generating power by internal combustion; or 


(d) on fuel the use of which is by Regulation 
made under the Act exempt from tax

such tax may, upon application by the person who 
paid the tax, be refunded to the applicant. 


(2) Subject to section 21 of the Act the Minister 
may, upon application from a purchaser, refund the 
tax paid on clear fuel purchased where the fuel has 
been used to operate auxiliary equipment of a motor 
vehicle, the power from which auxiliary equipment is 
not used or designed for the propulsion of a motor 
vehicle on the highway, and where the motor vehicle 
to which such equipment is auxiliary is not principally 
used by its owner or operator for the transportation of 
passengers, whether or not for hire, or for the pleasure 
or recreation of the owner or operator. 


(3) Every purchaser who applies for a refund of tax 
under this section or under section 21 of the Act shall 
maintain in a form satisfactory to the Minister records 
that show, 


(a) all of such purchaser’s acquisitions, inven- 
tories and uses of clear fuel and coloured fuel; 
and 


(b) a differentiation among uses of fuel sufficient 
to establish to the satisfaction of the Minister 


the entitlement of the applicant to the refund 
sought. 
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(4) Every invoice submitted in support of an appli- 
cation for a refund under this section or under section 
21 of the Act shall show clearly, in addition to that 
information required to be shown on the invoice 
required under section 6 (1) of the Act, the date of 
payment of the tax, and no refund shall be paid in 
respect of any invoice or invoices on or in connection 
with which the applicant has misrepresented a 
material fact. 


(5) Where an application for a refund under this 
section or under section 21 of the Act is supported in 
whole or in part by an invoice or invoices on or in 
connection with which the applicant has misrep- 
resented a material fact, the amount of the refund that 
may be made by the Minister in respect of the applica- 
tion shall be reduced by the greater of $5 or 200 per 
cent of the amount of the refund claimed through the 
use of the invoice or invoices on or in connection with 
which the misrepresentation is made. 


(6) The use of fuel to propel railway equipment on 
rails where such equipment is operated in connection 
with and as part of a public transportation system is 
prescribed to be excluded from the application of sec- 
tion 21 of the Act. 


(7) Subject to section 21 of the Act, where it has 
been established to the satisfaction of the Minister that 
tax has been overpaid under the Act by a broker- 
driver in respect of fuel purchased by him to generate 
power in a motor vehicle of an interjurisdictional car- 
rier who is the operator of such motor vehicle, the 
Minister may, subject to subsection (8) and upon 
application by the broker-driver, refund directly to 
him the tax that, had such application for a refund not 
been received, would have been refunded to the 
operator of such motor vehicle. 


(8) A refund referred to in subsection (7) shall be 
made only where the Minister has received sufficient 
information from both the operator and the broker- 
driver described in that subsection to enable him to 
determine the correct amount of the refund to be made 
and no refund shall be made under that subsection in 
respect of moneys that, prior to receipt of the broker- 
driver’s refund application, have been paid to the 
operator. 


(9) A purchaser who applies for a refund of tax 
under this section or under section 21 of the Act shall, 
subject to subsection (10), complete and forward to the 
Minister an application for a refund of fuel tax in Form 
Wats 


(10) An application made in accordance with sub- 
section (9) may exclude the calculation of the amount 
of refund and, where excluded, such calculation shall 
be made by the Minister and a written statement 
thereof delivered to the person who applied for the 
refund. 


(11) An Indian registered under section 5 of the 
Indian Act (Canada) who purchases clear fuel on a 
reserve for use by him or another registered Indian at 
his expense may apply for a refund under this section. 
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(12) For the purposes of subsections (7) and (8), 
“operator” means, 


(a) the registered owner under the Highway 
Traffic Act of a motor vehicle or a fleet of 
motor vehicles or a person who would be so 
registered but for a reciprocal agreement 
between Ontario and another jurisdiction 
provided that such registered owner or other 
person is the holder of a licence or permit that 
is required under Regulation 832 of Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1980 made under the 
Public Commercial Vehicles Act, but does 
not include a broker-driver;

valid registration certificate under section 3 
of the Act and owns and operates as an 
interjurisdictional carrier one or more motor 
vehicles and includes the lessee of such motor 
vehicle or motor vehicles under any lease 
purchase agreement, but does not include a 
broker-driver.

11.—(1) In this section, “debtor” means a person to 
whom a collector or importer has sold fuel. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the Minister may, 
upon application in Form 12 by a collector or importer 
together with such information as the Minister may 
require, refund amounts remitted by the collector or 
importer to the Treasurer on account of tax collect- 
able under the Act in the proportion that the sale price, 
including tax, of the fuel in respect of which the 
amounts were remitted has become uncollectable by 
the collector or importer where the tax collectable is in 
respect of the collector’s or importer’s sales made in 
bulk. 


(3) No refund shall be made under this section 
where, 


(a) the tax collectable is in respect of fuel de- 
livered by the collector or importer directly 
into the fuel tank of a motor vehicle; or 


(b) the collector or importer has assumed respon- 
sibility for the collection of the debt arising 
from the sale of fuel by a person other than 
the collector. 


(4) For the purpose of subsection (2), an amount 
shall be considered to be uncollectable where, 
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(a) the collector or importer has been unable to 
recover the amount payable to him; 


(b) the collector or importer has demanded in 
writing payment of the amount payable 
within one month of the sale and thereafter at 
regular intervals of not more than one month 
for a period of six months; and 


(c) the collector or importer has taken all steps to 
effect collection that, in the opinion of the 
Minister, are reasonable. 


(5) Where a debtor has become a bankrupt, the 
collector or importer shall notify the Minister of 
bankruptcy within ten days of the collector’s or 
importer’s receipt of the notice of the first meeting of 
creditors, and where the Minister is not so notified, he 
may refuse to make any refund under this section 
unless he is satisfied that the Treasurer has suffered no 
financial loss from the Minister’s being unable, 
through the collector’s or importer’s failure to give 
notice of the bankruptcy within the said ten days, to 
file a proof of claim in the bankruptcy, in which case 
the Minister may refund to the collector or importer 
the whole or such lesser amount of the refund claimed 
as the Minister determines to be reasonable in the cir- 
cumstances. 


(6) Where a refund has been made under this sec- 
tion, the tax in respect of which amount has been 
remitted to the Treasurer shall remain payable to the 
Treasurer, and such tax shall be paid to the Treasurer 
out of any subsequent recovery made by the collector 
or importer in accordance with the allocation 
described in subsection (7). 


(7) For the purposes of this section, where a collec- 
tor or importer receives payment from or on behalf of a 
debtor, the collector or importer shall allocate such 
receipts, both before and after any refund under this 
section has been made by the Minister, to outstanding 
amounts payable by the debtor in the order of date of 
sale, and proportionately between the tax collectable 
and the other outstanding amounts payable by the 
debtor in respect of his purchases from the collector or 
importer.

(c) copies of all correspondence between the collector/importer and debtor and between the collector/importer 
and his collection agency or organization. 


5. No refund shall be made where the tax collectable is on fuel delivered by the collector/importer directly into the 
fuel tank of a motor vehicle.

ORDER MADE UNDER THE 
ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT ACT 


EXEMPTION—THE CORPORATION OF THE 
TOWNSHIP OF ADELAIDE—ADEL-TP-1 


Having received a request from the Corporation of 
the Township of Adelaide that an undertaking, 
namely: 


the exercise of an option in respect of and the 
purchase of a 3 acre parcel of land on part of Lot 
15, Concession I, N.E.R. in the Township of 
Adelaide in the County of Middlesex, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to 
section 29; and 


Having been advised that, if the undertaking is 
subject to the application of the Act, the following 
injury, damage or interference with the persons or 
property indicated will occur: 


The property purchase costs would increase 
and the property may not be available for 
purchase thus, making the property a less 
viable alternative available to the Township 
of Adelaide as a potential sanitary landfill 
area. 
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Having weighed such injury, damage, or interfer- 
ence, against the betterment of the people of the whole 
or any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management in Ontario of the environment 
which would result from the undertaking being subject 
to the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and does hereby order that the 
undertaking is exempt from the application of the Act 
for the following reasons: 


A. The preliminary investigation of alternatives 
by the proponent indicate that this property 
has a high potential as a sanitary landfill site. 


B. The proponent has initiated pre-submission 
consultation with the Ministry and has pre- 
pared preliminary studies on sanitary landfill 
proposals. 


C. If the proponent proceeds with its plans to 
establish a sanitary landfill site, this exemp- 
tion for the purchase of property, will not 
preclude the application of the EA Act to 
subsequent plans or proposals in respect of a 
site. 


This exemption is subject to the following terms and 
conditions: 


1. The acquisition of the property by the Corpo- 
ration of the Township of Adelaide shall not 
be used as reason or argument for the siting 
of any facilities which are subject to the Act. 


2. This exemption will expire on January 31, 
1983.

REGULATION MADE UNDER THE 
FUEL TAX ACT, 1981 


GENERAL 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “broker-driver” means a person who has 
entered into a written agreement to drive a 
motor vehicle on behalf of the operator of the 
motor vehicle where the operator is an 
interjurisdictional carrier and where the per- 
son is responsible for the purchase of the fuel 
used to generate power in the motor vehicle; 


(b) “motor vessel” means any vessel, ship, boat 
or watercraft that is designed to move in or 
through water, and that is powered by fuel, 
but does not include any aircraft capable of 
operating on water or any vehicle moving on 
ice. O. Reg. 778/82, s. 1. 


2.—(1) For the purpose of clauses 5 (1) (c) and 18 (1) 
(c) of the Act and clause 1 (a) of this Regulation, 
“operator” means, | 
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(a) the registered owner under the Highway 
Traffic Act of a motor vehicle or a fleet of 
motor vehicles or a person who would be so 
registered but for a reciprocal agreement 
between Ontario and another jurisdiction 
provided that such registered owner or other 
person is the holder of a licence or permit that 
is required under Regulation 832 of Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1980 made under the 
Public Commercial Vehicles Act, but does 
not include a broker-driver; 


(b) the lessee of a motor vehicle who holds a 
valid registration certificate under section 3 
of the Act and owns and operates as an 
interjurisidictional carrier one or more motor 
vehicles and includes the lessee of such motor 
vehicle or motor vehicles under any lease 
purchase agreement, but does not include a 
broker-driver; 


(c) the lessor of a motor vehicle when the motor 
vehicle is leased to a person who does not 
hold a valid registration certificate under 
section 3 of the Act as an interjurisdictional 
carrier. 


(2) For the purpose of subsections 5 (2) and (3) and 
section 19 of the Act, “operator” means a driver, as 
defined in the Highway Traffic Act. 


(3) For the purpose of all other provisions of the Act 
and this Regulation not referred to in subsections (1) 
and (2), “operator” means the persons referred to in 
subsections (1) and (2). O. Reg. 778/82, s. 2. 


3. For the purpose of subclause 1 (k) (i) of the Act 
and paragraph 4 of section 6 of this Regulation, a 
vehicle required to be licenced under the Highway 
Traffic Act includes a vehicle that would be required 
to be so licensed but for a reciprocal agreement 
between Ontario and another jurisdiction. O. Reg. 
773/82, s. 3. 


4. The following products are excluded from the 
application of the Act except when they are blended, 
compounded or combined with any fuel taxable under 
the Act: 


1. Bunker fuel. 


2. Any product that is a solvent, naphtha or 
thinner and that is obtained from a pet- 
roleum origin or from the destructive distil- 
lation of coal, wood or wood products or that 
is produced by fermentation or by synthetic 
chemical reaction. 


3. Any product that is compounded wholly of 
products referred to in paragraph 2. O. 
Reg. 778/82, s. 4. 


5. Those persons serving in or employed by a dip- 
lomatic or consular mission, high commission or trade 
commission and their spouses and families as 
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authorized by the Department of External Affairs 
Canada are exempt from the tax imposed by the Act 
when purchasing clear fuel exclusively for their own 
use provided that such persons are not Canadian citi- 
zens or “permanent residents” of Canada as defined in 
the Immigration Act, 1976 (Canada) and provided 
that such persons are assigned to duty from the state 
they represent and are not engaged locally by the mis- 
sion or commission. O. Reg. 778/82, s. 5. 


6. All fuel used in the following enumerated ways is 
exempt from the tax imposed by the Act: 


1. Clear fuel delivered directly into the tanks of 
a motor vessel operating under the Canada 
Shipping Act (Canada), provided that the 
purchaser holds a fuel acquisition permit. 


2. Clear fuel intended for use exclusively in the 
service vehicles, aircraft or vessels of a visit- 
ing force as defined in the Visiting Forces Act 
(Canada) when such fuel is exempt from tax- 
ation under section 26 of that Act and the 
regulations made thereunder. 


3. Clear fuel purchased outside Ontario and 
brought into Ontario in the fuel tank of a 
motor vehicle passing through Ontario under 
the authority of a Class L permit or a Class Y 
licence, issued under the Public Commercial 
Vehicles Act and the regulations made there- 
under. 


4. Coloured fuel when used for any purpose 
other than the operation of a motor vehicle, 


i. licensed or required to be licensed 
under the Highway Traffic Act, or 


il. operated or intended to be operated 
principally for the pleasure or recrea- 
tion of its owner or operator. 


5. Ethyl alcohol, methyl alcohol, natural gas, 
manufactured gas or any product commonly 
known as liquefied petroleum gas used for 
the purpose of generating power by internal 
combustion. 


6. Coloured fuel when used by registered 
Indians if such fuel is acquired on a reserve, 
or used by an Indian settlement located on 
Crown land, the Indian inhabitants of which 
are treated by the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development (Canada) 
in the same manner as Indians residing 
on a reserve and, for the purposes of this 
paragraph, “registered” and “reserve” have 
the same meaning as in the Indian Act 
(Canada). O. Reg. 778/82, s. 6. 


7.—(1) On the amount of any refund made under 
subsection 10 (1) of Ontario Regulation 772/82, 
interest at the rate of 15 per cent per annum shall be 
paid, calculated from the date of application to the 
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Minister for the amount to be refunded to the date 
when the refund is made or is applied by the Minister 
or the Treasurer, as the case may be, against other 
liability of the person entitled to the refund. 


(2) On the amount of any refund made under sub- 
section 21 (3) of the Act as a result of any overpayment 
of tax to the Treasurer under the Act, interest at the 
rate of 15 per cent per annum shall be paid, calculated 
from the date of application to the Minister for the 
amount to be refunded to the date when the refund is 
made or is applied by the Minister or the Treasurer, as 
the case may be, against other liability of the person 
entitled to the refund. 


(3) The rate of interest prescribed for the purpose of 
subsections 11 (2) and 13 (9) of the Act is 15 per cent 
per annum. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection 11 (3) of the Act, 
the rate of interest prescribed is 15 per cent per annum. 


(5) Notwithstanding subsections (iy @)r and «(4), 
where the amount of interest is calculated to be less 
than $5, no interest shall be paid or applied. O. Reg. 
778/82, S. 7. 


8.—(1) Where a collector colours fuel in accordance 
with the Act and the regulations, he may deduct from 
the amount otherwise to be remitted to the Treasurer 
under section 11 of the Act .03 of acent for each litre of 
fuel coloured by him as compensation for his services 
and the amount of such compensation shall be rounded 
to the nearest whole cent, but no compensation may be
